WAR WILL BE WAGED 
ON BILLBOARD ADS 


New York, October 1—After an 
eight months’ study of the billboard 
problem in New York, a special com- 
mission has arrived at these conclu- 
sions: 

That the 
nuisance. because of its unsightliness; 
that it causes a further fire hazard in 
many places and also a nuisance to 
public health on account of the rub- 
bish it often hides. 

Restriction of the use of the bill- 
board is recommende@, including pro- 
posals to tax such advertisements, to 
establish a censorship upon designs, to 
authorize health officials to prohibit 
large electric signs where they are 
found to interfere with sleep in resi- 
dential districts and to authorize both 
health and fire officials to order re- 
mOval of all signs which are a menace 
to health and safety. 

In New Yark it is estimated there is 
a total of 3,800,000 square feet of bill- 
board advertising, with an income to 
the advertising companies of more 
than a million dollars a year. The re- 
port says that there is serious doubt 
whether billboard advertising is as 
profitable to the merchant advertiser 
as other forms of advertising.
